Dclbert Funkhouser, former head of 
the department of zoology, and dear, 
of the Graduate School, will be un- 
veiled in the main hallway of the 
Funkhouser 
Building at 4 

Dr. W. R. Allen, head of the de- 
partment of zoology, will preside at 
the program. Dr. A. D. Klrwan. dean 
of men. will speak on "Dr 
houscr, the Colleague:" Dr. 
S. Webb, head of the department of 
physics, will comment on "Dr. Funk- 
houser, the Scientist;" Herndon J. 
Evans, editor of The rinevlllc Sun. 
will speak on "Dr. Funkhouser, the 
Teacher." 

The highlight of the program will 
be the unveiling of the portrait by 
Mrs. Hugh Clark Funkhouser, 
mother of the late Dr. Funkhouser. 
Mrs. Funkhouser will be introduced 
by Dr. Frank L. McVey, president 
emeritus of the University. Dr. Allen 
will present the portrait to the Uni- 
versity, and Dr. Herman L. Donovan, 
president of the University, will ac- 
cept it on behalf of the University. 

The portrait, painted by Edmund 
Olesbcrt of Chicago, was presented 
by members of the department of 
zoology and friends of Dr. Funk- 
houser. 

Dr. Funkhouser became head of 
the department of zoology in 1918. 
when he was 37 years old. He was 
co-founder of the University of Ken- 
tucky Archaeological Reports and 
the department of anthropology. He 
Is best known for his work with the 
mcmbracidae. 

Died In June IMS 

In 1925 Dr. Funkhouser was ap- 
pointed dean of the Graduate School 
He held the latter position and serv- 
ed as head of the department of 
zoology until hts death In June 1948. 

Dr. Funkhouser was a member of 
the American Society of Zoologists. 
Fellow of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
and past president of the Ento- 
mological Society of America, mem- 
ber of the Eugenics society. Ecolog- 
ical Society. New York and Brooklyn 
Entomological Societies, the Ken- 
tucky Academy of Science, and Ro- 
tary. He also served as secretory- 
treasurer of the Southern (later

By Hornowski

Edward B. Hornowski. violinist, 
will be heard in I three-part sonoU 
recital in Memorial Hall Sunday 
•t 4 r..m. 

The first number on the program 
will be "Sonata No. 4 In D Major 
t,' George F. Handel. A good ex- 
ample of the eighteenth century 
Baroque Sonata-form, this work is 
characterized by a slow introduc- 
tory movement, contrapuntal al- 
legro, lyric third movement, and 
a dance-like finale. It is. the most 
popular of Handel's sonatas written 
for violin and piano. 

Sonata By Franck Included 

As part two of the program. Mr 
Hornowski will play Cezar Frunck's 
"Sonata in A Major." Although 
this is the only sonata for violin 
and piano written by Franck. it is, 
considered by many to be the great- 
est work of this type ever written 
Completely integrating the two in- 
struments, the sonata Ls a favorite 
In concert, repertoire music, and 
typifies the free emotional expres- 
sion of the Romantic period 

The concluding work on the pro- 
gram will be Sonata in C" by Pan' 
Hlndemith. Modern and original, 
this sonata is characterized by free 
organization of melodies, harmon- 
ies, and rhythms. Its formal design 
does, however, have a bond with 
the past, which is especially notice- 
able in the first and last movements 
Began Study At Five 

Beginning his study of the violin 
at the age of five, Mr. Hornowski 
made his first public appearance 
as soloist at a students concert 
when he was seven years old. At 
11 he began a six -year study with 
Leopold Lichtenberg, a pupU of 
Weiniawski. When he was 15 he or- 
ganized and conducted the Chamber 
Music Ensemble of Brooklyn in 
weekly radio broadcasts. This .same 
year he announced the formal open- 
ing of his violin studios in New 
York. 

In November. 1930, Mr. Hornowski 
entered the Juilliard School of Mu- 
sic. He completed a four - year 
course in lr .. than two years, and 
was graduated as a major in theory 
and composition in May. 1932 From 
1932-41 he was full time teacher of 
violin, harmony, and theory, and a

Dr. Herman L Donovan, prcsi- 
denl of Uie University of Kentucky, 
called lor steps to be taken to as- 
sure the slate of Kentucky ade- 
quate educational school systems 
when he spoke before a general 
session of teachers at the Kentucky 
Educational Association Thursday 

Dr Donovan staled that an ade- 
quate system cannot be maintained 
on the present financial structure. 
He listed three ways in which the 
program might be secured. 

"F'irst, Uirough Icderal aid, which 
.it Ihl.N time appears likely lo be 
voted by Uie 81sl Congees If this 
happens, it will go a long way 
toward ameliorating present con- 
ditions. But it will not in any sense 
be a cure-all. 

"Second, by increasing and equal- 
izing assessments in Kentucky, a 
program which Governor Clements 
and Commissioner Reeves have so 
courageously sponsored. 



A sale of revenue bonds to help 
finance the construction of a new 
service budding and an addition to 
McLean stadium was authorized by 
the Board of Trustees Wednesday. 

The bonds were sold to a syndicate 
of Louisville and Lexington invest- 
ment broker funds at an average an- 
nual interest rate of slightly less 
than three per cent.
